81 years, 9 months and 18 days, died 
at 7:45 o’clock Tuesday evening at 
his home, 312 East Second street,

Captain Baker was one of Sedalia’* 
most highly respected citizens and 
enjoyed the friendship and high es­ 
teem of .all who knew' him. lie was a 
man of high ideals, and at all times 
in his business dealings was strictly 
honest and expected others in all bus­ 
iness affairs in which he w*as in anv 
way interested to be fair and square 
in all their representations. 
Captain Baker was a member of Se­ 
dalia lodge No. 236, A. F. & A. F., 
and was a charter member of the 
lodge. 
He was the third oldest living 
Mason belonging to that lodge. 
William Smith Baker w’as born at 
Princeton, 
Caldwell 
county, 
Ivy., 
August 12, 1834, and was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Baker.

New Jerseyan's Daughter Takes Note 
to Police and Release Follows— 
Employe She Accuses Is 
Silent to the Police 


A pretty little girl walked into po­ 


lice headquarters at Paterson, N. J., 
yesterday and said to the desk lieu­ 
tenant : 
“I am Marie C ooper. 
I’m 6 years 
old. 
My mamma owns the Lincoln 
hotel. 
Mamma told me to tell you 
she was in trouble. 
She gave me a 
note for the police. 
She put it in my 
stocking, and if you wait just a min­ 
ute PII get it out ” 
Then she produced from her stock­ 
ing a slip of paper on which the fol­ 
lowing was scrawled: 
“Please send 
help at once. 
Mrs. Louise Cooper Is 
being held a prisoner in the attic of 
the Lincoln hotel.” 
A detective hurried to 
the 
hotel 
with Marie. 
At the clerk’s desk he 
met John F. Turneliffe, manager of 
the place. 
Taking the manager with 
him and piloted by Marie, the detec­ 
tive went to a room under the eaves 
of the building and there found Mrs. 
Cooper locked in. 
Tho woman w’as weak and hysteri­ 
cal, but she had strength enough to 
accuse Turneliffe of having kept her 
a prisoner in the room since March 
20. 
This is the story she told: 
“My husband died seventeen months 
ago. 
Not knowing how to run the 
hotel, I advertised for a manager. 
This man Turneliffe was the first to. 
respond. 
I employed him and the 
first thing he did was to make alter-j 
at ions costing $4,000. 
“Then he began running up bills. 
After a few’ months he seemed to be 
exerting some strange influence over 
me. Once, at the point of a gun, he 
made me sign checks for his ow n hills. 
“On the 19th of last March he in­ 
duced mo to indorse his note for $1600. j 
I w*as ready to expose Trim then and 
he must have known it, for on the 
following day he locked me in here. 
“He nailed up all the back win­ 
dows. 
I wras allow’ed to see my little 
daughter only when this man was 
near. He paid m e visits from time to 
time. 
But this morning I managed 
to catch Marie alone and gave her the 
note which she took to police hoad- 
luarters.” 
Turneliffe was locked up.

Care of the Feet. 
This is a practical item, given by 
one who has endured almost endless 
torture as a result of tender feet and 
corns. 
To remove the corns, soak 
the feet in tepid suds. 
Soap a toilet 
pumice and rub over the corns until 
the callous parts are worn off. 
Con­ 
tinue this every day until the corn 
disappears. 
Keep it soft with oils. 
If the corn is too sore in the begin­ 
ning for this treatment, apply tur­ 
pentine for several days to kill the 
pain. 
If the feet are afflicted with 
soft corns, powder prepared chalk, 
without making it too fine, and sprin­ 
kle between the toes. This does not 
absorb the moisture or become caked 
like talcum powder, and 
by being 
coarser than the powder it separates 
the two portions of the corn. Always 
use white wool in preference to cot­ 
ton to place between or under the 
toes, because it is springy and will not 
harden like pot ton.

SEVERE LOSS BY LEAF CURL 


Disease is Responsible for Failure of 
Peach Crop in Some Orchards— 
Use Bordeaux. 


It has been estimated that leaf curl 
causes an annual loss of two millions 
to three millions of dollars to the 
peach industry of the United States. 
It is largely responsible for the failure 
of the peach crop iii some orchards 
and for the short life of the trees. 
The most familiar aspect of the dis­ 
ease is the swollen, distorted appear­ 
ance of the leaves in the early spring. 
When the disease first becomes appar­ 
ent, the swollen portions of the leaves 
are usually of a light red or pink color. 
The affected leaves gradually turn yel- j 
low, finally blacken and fall to the 
ground. 
In some cases the trees may 
be nearly defoliated, thus making it 
necessary to develop an entire second 
crop of leaves. This is a severe strain I 
upon the vigor and reserve energy of 
the tree, and unless it is well culti­ 
vated. sprayed and fertilized it may 
be permanently weakened. 
T he curl­ 
ing and distortion of peach leaves 
may also be caused by aphis or plant 
lice, but the attack of these insects

can readily be distinguished from that 
of leaf curl. 
The leaves affected by 
aphis do not become thickened and 
reddish or yellowish green in color. 
The spores of this fungus live under 
the rough bark and in the crevices of 
tho twigs during the summer and win­ 
ter months, germinating early in the 
spring and attacking the young leaves 
as soon as the leaf buds begin to ex­ 
pand. 
Cold, wet weather during the 
months of April and May favors tho 
development of the fungus and largely 
determines 
the 
amount 
of 
injury. 
Warm, dry weather tends to check the 
growth of the fungus and under such 
conditions the injury is slight. 
Tho disease can readily be con­ 
trolled by a thorough application of 
concentrated lime-sulphur before the 
buds open in tho spring. 
Bordeaux 
mixture, applied early in the spring 
before the buds start, also will control 
leaf curl, 
but 
the 
lime-and-sulphur 
mixture is advisable because it will 
control San Jose scale as well. 


New Paper-Making Material. 
Attention is called to the possibili­ 
ties of zacaton grass in the manufac­ 
ture of paper by the United States de­ 
partm ent 
of 
agriculture. 
Zacaton 
grass extends from 
California and 
Texas southward to the Argentine An­ 
des. 
Laboratory tests of this grass 
conducted by the departm ent show 
that it can be chemically reduced to 
paper stock by the soda process moro 
easily and with less expense than is 
necessary to reduce poplar wood.— 
Pittsburgh Dispatch.

J to make their governmental represen­ 
tatives act in the interests 
of Ger­ 
many rather than this countiy. 
He 
characterized the 
German-American 
alliance as an 
“anti-American alli­ 
ance,’’ but added 
that 
he 
believed 
that its members “not only do not 
represent hut 
scandalously misrep­ 
resent” the great 
majority 
of real 
Americans of German origin. 
Urging 
the 
motto 
“America 
for 
Americans,’* 
for 
all 
Americans, 
whether they 
were 
born 
here 
or 
abroad, the former president declar­ 
ed that “the salvation of our people 
lies in having a nationalized and uni­ 
fied America, ready for the trem en­ 
dous tasks of both wrar and peace.” 
“I appeal to all our citizen :,’* said 
the colonel, “no m atter from 
what 
land their forefathers came, to keep 
this ever in mind and to shun with 
scorn and contempt the sinister in­ 
triguers and 
mischief 
makers who 
would seek to divide them along the 
lines of creed, of birthplace or of na­ 
tional origin.” 
Colonel Roosevelt said he came to 
St. Louis to speak on Americanism— 
to speak on and condemn tim use of 
the hyphen “whenever it represents 
an effort to 
form 
political parties 
along racial lines, or to bring press­ 
ure to bear on parties and politicians, 
not for American purposes but in the 
interest of some group of voters of 
a certain national origin 
or of the 
country from which they or their fa­ 
thers came.** 
He was equally against the native 
American of the wrong kind and for 
tim immigrant of tho right kind, the! 
former president 
declared, 
but the 
immigrant who did 
not 
become in 
good faaith an American “is out of 
place in the United States. Ho sail! 
each nation should he judged by its 
conduct, and that tile United States 
should oppose encroachment on its 
own rights, whether Germany, Eng­ 
land, France or Russia be guilty of 
misconduct. 
“The effort to keep our citizenship 
divided against 
itself,” 
the colonel 
continued, “by the use of the hyphen 
and along the lines of national ori­ 
gin is certain to 
breed 
a spirit of 
bitterness and prejudice and dislike 
between great bodies of our citizens. 
If some citizens 
band 
together 
as 
German-Americans 
or 
Irish-Ameri­ 
cans, then after a while others are 
certain to band together as English- 
Americans 
or 
Scandinavian-Ameri- 
cans, and 
every 
such 
banding to­ 
gether, every 
attempt 
to 
make for 
political purposes a 
German-Ameri- 
can 
alliance 
or 
a 
Scandinavian- 
American alliance 
means 
down 
at 
the bottom an effort against straight 
out American citizenship, 
or an ef­ 
fort to bring into our nation Hie bit­ 
ter old world rivalries and jealousies 
and hatreds. 
“What I have been attiring 
for a 
year and three-quarters to do is to 
protest against the upgrowth of this 
utterly 
un-American 
spirit, 
which 
means, if successful, division and im­ 
potence 
in 
our 
national 
life, 
the 
breaking up of our unity as a nation, 
the 
severance 
of 
our 
citizenship 
along the bitter lines of antipathy.” 
Pointing back along his own ca­ 
reer in public and private life, Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt 
cited 
numerous 
ex­ 
amples of men who, associated with 
him as office 
holders 
or 
soldiers, 
were descendants of foreigners, but 
who he declared were in every sense 
real Americans. 
“It would be possible,” he declared, 
“to man our 
entire 
administration 
from president down 
with 
men of 
German blood, and of such uncom­ 
promising Americanism 
that every 
good American 
could 
follow 
them 
with whole-hearted loyalty.** 
“I hold it an outrage and a viola­ 
tion of every principle of true Ameri­ 
canism,” he continued, 
“to discrimi­ 
nate against such a man (the Ameri­ 
can of foreign parentage) because of 
the land from which he 
or his par­ 
ents came, or because of his creed. 
But I hold it no less an outrage for 
him to act in our domestic politics 
not as an American, but as an Ameri­ 
can 
with 
a 
qualification; 
as 
an 
American who has some un-Ameri­ 
can interest to serve, some foreign 
country to serve because of his an­ 
cestry. 
The man who thus acts is 
the hyphenated American. 
“This is not a mere abstract ques­ 
tion which I am discussing. At this 
very. wvmeiK it La 


the public press 
that 
branches 
of 
the ‘German-American 
alliance,* so­ 
called, in different parts of the coun­ 
try are attempting 
to 
coerce timid- 
and 
unscrupulous 
politicians 
by 
threatening to vote against them, or 
by actually voting against them when 
the 
German-American 
alliance 
re- j 
gards their action as unsatisfactory 
from the standpoint, not of tho Unit- I 
cd States, but of Germany. 
These 
branches of the alliance openly take 
the ground that they intend to shape 
American politics 
in 
the interest, 
not of the United States, bul of Ger­ 
many. The German-American alliance 
of Pennsylvania, for instance, as re­ 
ported in the public press, states that 
it intends to ‘show the leaders of the 
national conventions that they haveV 
to deal with a united German-Ameri­ 
can vote.* 
“Such a statement represents mor­ 
al treason to the republic. 
Branches 
of the German-American alliance in 
other parts of the country have used 
practically the same language. 
The 
alliance has put forward no program 
affecting America. The program upon 
which it wishes American citizens to 
vote is one affecting Germany, and 
Germany only. I do not in the least 
object to it because it denounces me. 
It has denounced Mr. Wilson as oft­ 
en and almost as severely. One of 
its favorite forms of denunciation in- 
includes Mr. Wilson. 
Mr. 
Root and 
myself, as equally to be opposed in 
the interest of Germany. 
“It is moral treason to the United 
States for any of its citizens to act 
and to seek to make 
their govern­ 
mental representatives act, not with 
reference to the interests of the Unit* 
d States, but of some foreign pow’er. 
The German-American alliance is in 
practice 
an 
anti-American alliance. 
Any 
such 
political 
organization, 
whether 
German-American, 
Irish- 
American or English-American, is not 
a healthy element of the body poli­ 
tic. 
“Any body of our citizens have a 
perfect right to oppose any man be­ 
cause of a difference 
of 
judgment 
concerning American problems; 
but 
it has no right to deal with American 
public servants or American public 
men on the basis of the interests of 
some foreign pow er. The men who so 
act are disloyal to the United States, 
and I say this just as quickly of men 
trying to serve England or France 
as I say it of men 
trying 
to serve 
Germany. 
I condemn Hie American 
citizen who 
acts 
as 
an 
‘English- 
American* just as strongly as I con­ 
demn the American citizen who acts 
as a ‘German-American.* 
If France 
had subjugated 
Belgium 
I 
w’ould 
condemn her just as strongly as I 
condemn Germany. 
If 
British war­ 
craft had 
sunk 
German passenger 
vessels and taken the lives of hund­ 
reds of American men, 
women and 
children, as the German submarines 
did in the cases of the Lusitania, the 
Arabic and other 
vessels, 
i w’ould 
have condemned any ‘English-Ameri- 
ean* who excused the act as unhesi­ 
tatingly as I have 
condemned 
and 
now’ condemn the German-Americans 
who defend or apoligize for the ac­ 
tions of the German submaunes. 
I 
w ould condemn as 
strongly 
any of 
our people who sought to make this 
country subservient to England, as I 
now’ condemn those 
who 
seek 
to 
make it 
subservient 
to 
Germany. 
Such men are not only un-American, 
they are anti-American to the core, 
and unfit to be citizens of this repub­ 
lic. 
“I believe that the men thus acting 
not only do not represent, but scan­ 
dalously misrepresent the great ma­ 
jority of real Americans of German 
origin. I believe that the great mass 
of Americans of German origin are 
now’, as 
they 
have 
always 
been, 
among the most 
patriotic 
and loyal 
citizens of this country.”

Campbell’s report has been forward­ 
ed to the export department of the 
Maxwell company at Detroit. 
Mr. Campbell sees a brilliant future 
for the American-made automobile in 
his territory, particularly 
the

economy,—a car like the Maxwell for 
instance. But there is a note of warn­ 
ing to all manufacturers in Mr. Camp­ 
bell's report. 
Get Closer to Buyers. 
“The change in conditions that will 
follow the war will necessitate your 
manufacturers getting 
into 
closer 
touch with actual buyers to secure re­ 
sults,” is one of the warning state­ 
ments made by Mr. Campbell to the 
consul-general. 
“Japanese trade is to 
be an increasing factor,”

iery, brushes and the cheap household 
requirements formerly

startled. 
As they proceed to the tables to 
partake of the feast of good things 
they hear sounds as if it w as the 
death march starting, and a pall comes 
over them, as if fate had them in its 
grasp, and there w as

possible 


chance for escape. 
Fr. Eberts stated that death was a 
subject that people seldom care to 
thing about, and is seldom 
in 
the 
mind of men. 
“It is a terrible m onster that is no 
respecter of persons, neither the kine:, 
pagan or pauper,” he said. “All these 
m ay be useful, but not necessary, as 
death mav claim the 
loving 
father, 


mother or new born babe in its moth­ 
er’s arms.” 
The sentence in the Garden of Eden 
doomed all to die, and no one knows 
the hour. 
Fr. Eberts said the great 
vital question is, are you a friend of 
Clod? 
“As you live, so shall you die. 
Death is the echo of life, and what 
we put into our lives w e shall find in 
our death. 
As w e sow, so shall we 
reap.” 
“Tile great cry of mankind is that 
‘God died for all,’ hut faith without 
good works is dead.” 
As example he 
cited the lives of Lucifer and Judas. 
He stated both these w’ore believers, 
but through lack of work both wrere 
in hell. 
“Faith alone 
cannot 
save 
us,” he continued. 
“God’s business is to save all souls 
and tile devil’s business is 
to 
drag 
them dow’n into the depths of hell. 
God’s grace is freely given to all who 
ask it, and prayer is the link between 
earth and heaven.” 
Fr. Eberts warned his vast audience 
of listeners to think of death in time, 
and to not throw their lives in death 
to God as they would a hone to a dog. 
He told them to lead such a life here 
on earth that they would he ready for 
death at any time and 
not 
afraid 
when the final summons came. 
“After all,” he said, “death is the 
separation that brings eternal happi­ 
ness.” 
Then three reasons \?ore given as to 
why man feared death, viz.: 
Because 
God says first, “Render an account 
of your stewardship; second, It is an 
♦nil and bitter thing to have left the 
Lord, thy God, and third, 
it is a ter­ 
rible thing to fall into the hands of 
a living God.”

The House With the Goods 


In 1850 he entered the employ of 
Trippett & Cock, conducting a mer­ 
cantile company at Osceola, Mo., re­ 
maining there for two years. 
In 1851 
lie went to work for Yeater & Son, 
merchants at Osceola, which firm was 
later styled C. II. Yeater & Co. 
In 
1857 he formed partnership with S. 
S. Stearns at Osceola, continuing in 
business there until 1861. 
In May of that year he enlisted for 
a period of six months in the Missouri 
Militia 
under 
General 
Sterling 
Price’s command and served under 
Captain J. T. Crenshaw until Cren­ 
shaw ’s resignation. 
In September he w’as elected cap­ 
tain of his company at Camp Drywhod, 
Vernon county, following the battle 
of Lexington. 
Retiring from the service at the 
time of the disbanding of the Missouri 
guards, he returned to Osceola, and 
in February, 1862, joined the regular 
Confederate forces at Springfield, Mo. 
He w’as assigned to the company of 
Captain Buss in Waldo P. Johnson’s 
battalion, and was 
later 
appointed 
sergeant under Captain John Fergu­ 
son, quartermaster. 
After the battle of Pea Ridge, he 
went to Van Buren, Ark., and from 
there to Zuark, thence to Memphis 
with troop:; on steam boats. 
At M em-J 
plus McFarlen and Waldo P. Johnson 
united commands, 
McFarlen 
being 
elected colonel and Johnson lieuten­ 
ant colonel. 
In the battle of Corinth, Miss., Cap­ 
tain Baker was severely wounded in 
the left hip. 
At the close of the 
wrar 
Captain 
Baker came to Sedalia, in 1865, and 
the first Monday of September, that 
year, engaged in the 
general 
m er­ 
chandise business with John and Jos­ 
eph Yeater, where the Archias Se**d 
store is now’ located on East Main 
street. 
After a number of years in 
the general mercantile business, the 
store w as converted into a 
grocery 
establishm ent that did a thriving bus­ 
iness. 
Captain Baker prospered in a bus­ 
iness w’ay, and at the time of his re­ 
tirement, over twenty-five years ago, 
wras one of the city’s m ost substan­ 
tial •citizens. 
For many years he had 
been a director of the Citizens* N a­ 
tional bank. 
Captain Baker spent 
the 
winter 
months at Hot Springs, Ark., for the 
benefit of his health, and returned 
home earlv in April, since w’hicli time# 
he had gradually declined until the 
end. 
Since last Thursday his condi­ 
tion had been extrem ely critical to 
the hour of death. 
On April 5, 1870, Captain Baker was 
married near Bunceton, Mo., to Miss 
Susan White, whose death occurred 


on May 7, 1897.
